Guelph, expresses the opinion that in 
Russia might be found several plants | 
of immerse value to Canada and the) 
rest of the world. He suggests a 
new kind of exploration, a search for 
plants which may with the work of 
scientists bring millions of dollars to 
Canada... In particular he thinks a 
search should be made for drouth 
resisting strains of plants and grass- 
es in Russia, and plants resisting high 
winds and heavy snows in Scandina-

Since Dr. McConkey made his re- 
port to the Empire marketing board, 
his theory has been confirmed by the 
discovery ‘in SBechuangland, South 
Africa, of hitherto” unknown drouth 
resisting woolly finger grass which is 
stated to’ be capable of supporting 
atock for a year without rainfall.

Present Day Heroes 


This is a good time to keep eyes open for heroes, writes William T. 
Ellis in one of his syndicated newspaper articles. 

None of us ever quite grow away from our childhood admiration for 
heroes, but as we grow older we realize that heroes and heroines are not 
confined to fairy tales, or tales of fiction, or even to historic happenings of 
by-gone ages. There are heroes among us at all times, and in all walks of 
life. They are unusually plentiful at the present time. 

We would, with Mr. Ellis, enumerate the brave, self-respecting families 
who are finding a way to carry on normally; the employers who are straining 
financial and mental resources to keep their workers on the payroll; the 
women who are magnificently bearing the heaviest burdens of all; the public 
leaders who are keeping their heads and bending every effort toward 
helpfulness, 

We think of a young Scotch lad, without education, whose parents with 
@ numerous family of young children are on the dole in the Old Country, 
who came to Western Canada some years ago and laboured as a farm hand, 
sending of his meagre earnings to his mother. Then came crop failures and 
depréssion, and he became one of the big army of unemployed. Coming 
in to one of the cities he has courageously tackled any work he could get, 
perhaps only a fifteen minute task, some days in succession nothing at all, 
but he has never whined, never lost his courage, never allowed himself to 
slip into bad habits. He is just as particular about the cleanliness of his 
person and his patched-up clothes as during better times. Some of his 
chums welcomed deportation back home where they could get on the dole, 
but not he, He refused to go back to be a burden on others, saying times 
would change for the better, and that opportunities in Western Canada 
would then be greater than in the Old Land.

There are many thousand unem- 
ployed in Calgary and the question of 
the day, that overshadows all else, ia 
how to care for these people. That 
| poverty exists is evident from the re- 
ports, those working for the Sunshine 
Organization, are daily discoveringy 
many cases of terrible hardships and 
I is claimed Calgary takes better 
care of its unemployed than most other 
cities, This may be true, still one 
hears a good deal about descrimina- 
tion and graft in the various chart- 
able organizations, whether this is 
founded on truth or not I have no way 
to tell, but as our whole social system 
is based on profit and graft it would 
not bt surprising if this also creeps 
in charitable organizations, 

A new municipal restaurant has 
been opened at Victoria Park and 
about 2,000 unamployed are being fed 
there twice a day. On the opening 
day I took a stroll out there to see 
how things worked out. Going out 
along Second Street east I met crowds 
of men coming and going to the feed, 

most of them were none to well clad, 
and were shivering in the chilly morn- 
ing air. The restaurant is right un- 
der the Grand Stand and the large 
hall can seat many hundreds at a 
setting. Two policemen were stat- 
ioned at the entrance and one of them 
asked me if I wanted to patronize the 
restaurant, I thanked him and told 
him I had been lucky enough to have 
my breakfast outside. But stand- 
ing around a while I noticed nobody 
a meal ticktt which is obtained at the 
was allowed in unless they presented 
down town relief office. 
down town relief office. The bill of 
fare at least to start with was very 
good and many farmers in Southern 
Alberta have not been able to set a 
table likt that for the past year. 

The down town relief headquarters 

for married men is on the third floor 
of the police building and to say, that 
this place is daily crowded is to put 
it mildly. Here each family regist- 
ered wets for their \weekly allow- 
ance which means a certain quantity 
of tickets for groceries and they also 
receive around $20 a month for rent. 
However this relief is not altogether 
a gift as it is to be worked out when- 
ever the city allows them to work. 
which is only a couple of weeks now 
and then. During all the years I 
lived in Canada I have never seen 
things, particularly food stuffs, so 
cheap as it is now and while this 
is fine for those who still hold a steady 
job one can understtand that the 
farmers who produces this food stuff 
gets next to nothing for it. Meat 
cost next to nothing, and you can buy 
bacon for 12% cent a pound, butter 
for less than 20 cent around Christ- 
mas. Eggs are coming in, But 
store-house eggs, the same the farmer 
had to sell from 4 to 5.cants per doz- 
en all last summer, are now selling 
from 25 to 80 cents a dozen, The 
question is who got the difference ? 

Calgary is not only short on drink- 
ing water but the stuff most the time 
is hardly fit to drink, as it is necessary 
to mix it with some stuff that tastes 

a whole lot like carbolic acid. Needs 

less to say, nobody drinks more of 

that stuff than they ean help, parti, 
cularly when there is so much good 
beer in town. The new Glen- 
more dam south-west of the city, 
which will supply the city with drink- 
ing water in the near future is now 
practically finished, and has cost one
